THREE CASES ADJOURNED 

At the Police Court on Saturday 
afternoon last three cases came before 
J. A. Lindsay, J. P. P. G. Hunter and 
A. Spiller charged with contravention 
of the Liquor Act on December 17th, 
1918, under section 24, which reads: 
“No person within the province of Al¬ 
berta by himself, his clerk, servant or 
agent, shall have, keep or give liquor 
in any place whatsoever other than in 
a private dwelling house in which he 
resides, except as authorized by this 
Act,” and Henry Millard, charged with 
contravention of the Motor Vehicles 
Act on the same .date under section 22, 
which reads: “No intoxicated person 
shall drive or operate a motor vehicle 
in any place.” 

Constable Walker laid the informa¬ 
tion in all three cases. Mr. L. H. 
Stack, counsel for A. Spiller, entered 
an objection to the jurisdiction of the 
presiding justice, and Constable Wal¬ 
ker asked for an adjournment until 
Thursday of this week, at two o’clock 
p. m., which was grahted. At the re¬ 
quest of Mr. H. j. Maber the cases 
against Hunter and Willard, which he 
was handling, were also adjourned 
until Thursday at the same hour.

THE NEW POLTICAL 
PARTY 


The Labor Convention at Medicint 
Hat during the the past week has 
commanded much attention, particul¬ 
arly in regard as to what political 
steps would be taken. Now that it it 
all over and the dust cleared away 
one learns that Sergt. Jowett ol 
Lethbridge has been appointed to the 
leadership of the political party of 
labor. No name has been given to it 
as yet, but its aims are stated, broad¬ 
ly, .as being “to secure for the produc¬ 
er the full product of his labor of 
hand and brain.” 

President Wheatley of the Alberta 
Federation of Labor was quick to seize 
upon the hardest phase of this politi¬ 
cal venture when he stated that the 
party could hope for no immediate 
success unless a junction could be 
made with the farmers. Mr. Wheatley 
is right; for the farmers should be an 
integral part of such a party if it is 
to exist in any enduring strength, and 
both the labor element and tly? farm¬ 
ers should be brought to realize this. 

At present there are many on both 
sides who profess to see no common 
purpose between the two forces; the 
purely individualistic aim is too strong 
to allow of a broader outlook. But a 
little thought should show how one 
group is indispensible to the other. 
At bottom, and with few exceptions, 
the demands of both groups have very 
little difference between them. Theie 
would no ddubt have to be compromise 
from both sides on certain questions, 
but if labor wishes to make itself po¬ 
litically strong and if agriculture 
wishes to do the same<—at present the 
latter is without political organization 
at all—a common ground of co-opera¬ 
tion and organization will have to be 
resorted to. Otherwise very little if 
anything will accrue to either side. 


The recent order of the government 
that only men who * took up home¬ 
steads frior to -enlistment can count 
their service time as ' applying to 
homestead duty is exceedingly disap¬ 
pointing. Many men who did not 
understand this filed on land after en¬ 
listment ,and r.ow find that the time 
they have spent in army is not to be 
applied to their homestead duty. Af¬ 
ter all the country’s promises to .’he. 
soldiers this seems to Ji»e a pettifog¬ 
ging distinction to make. There 
should be a clear and understandable 
pronouncement on this question of 
land for soldiers. There is an over¬ 
whelming sentiment in favor of all 
homesteaders being allowed to reckon 
the time spent in the army as home¬ 
stead duty.

Prof. Carlyle who it looking after 
Mr. Lane’s extensive stock interests] 
and who recently returned from » 
trip to England, speaking at a ban¬ 
quet recently in Calgary and after 
paying tribute to the valuable work 
Dr. Rutherford has done for livestock 
in Canada, stated that fully 60 per 
cent of the draft horses of France had 
been commandeered for war purposes 
This includes all the dry mares and a 
even yearling stallions doing farm 
that today it is not uncommon to see 
even yearling stallions doing warm 
work. He stated the heavy draft 
horse situation was not nearly as ac¬ 
ute in England but that it was quite 
evident that the better quality of hors¬ 
es had been drafted, as a large per¬ 
centage of those seen on the streets 
>and at work on the farms were blem¬ 
ished. The Scotch drafters, however, 
were of much better average quality. 
The army had taken over 800,000 
heavy horses from Britain, and as 
many of these would soon again be 
available for farm and city work, it 
would naturally tend to lower the 
present exorbitant prices for a per¬ 
iod of six months or so, but the feeling 
in both Britain and France is that 
they will go up again as soon as the 
army surplus is absorbed. He said 
a prominent Glasgow dealer told him 
he could use 500 good draft geldings, 
17 cwt. or over, at high prices, if he 
could get them. Italy has no work 
stock, nor has Germany.

The permanency of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police force is 
assured by an Order in Council pass¬ 
ed on December 12th, and it will im¬ 
mediately be brought up to its autho¬ 
rized strength, with power to enforce 
federal laws and patrol the interna¬ 
tional bouadry line. In addition to 
present duties, it is also assigned to 
certain duties in Alberta, Saskatche¬ 
wan, British Columbia, Manitoba and 
No. 10 Military District in Ontario. 

The Order in Council is as follows: 

The Committee of the Privy Council 
have had before them a report, dated 
10th December, 1918, from the'Presi¬ 
dent of the Privy Council, submitting 
for the consideration of Council the 
annexed report, of even date, from the 
Comptroller of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police, and recommending 
that under the provisions of the War 
Measures Act, 1914, the force be at 
once increased to its authorized 
strength of 1,200 men and that, in ad¬ 
dition to its present duties in the ter¬ 
ritories, the force should be assigned 
to duty in the provinces of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, British Columbia, Man¬ 
itoba, and that portion of Ontario em¬ 
braced in Military District No. 10, 
and that it should be the only federal 
police force operating in such terri¬ 
tory. 

The Minister further recommends 
that its duties be:— 

(a) The enforcement of federal 
laws. 

(b) The patrolling and protection 
of the international boundary Jine. 

(c) The enforcement of all Orders 
in Council passed under the War Mea¬ 
sures Act for the protection of the 
public safety. 

(d) Generally to aid and assist the 
civil powers in the preservation of 
law and order whenever the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada may direct. 

The minister observes that the 
Comptroller reports that owing to 
the changes which have been made ap¬ 
prehensions have arisen in the minds 
of members of the force and or the 
people of western Canada^as to the 
permanency of the force, and that 
the Commissioner and the Comptroller 
are of the opinion that it will be very 
difficult to secure the additional men 
required and to bring the force up to 
the standard of efficiency necessary 
to meet the situation unless the un¬ 
certainty as to the future of the force 
is removed. 

The Minister concurs in thp 


are more beef cattle in Britain today 
than when war started, and feeders 
and sheep are fairly plentiful, but 
very few hogs, the reason being that 
there is lots of grass, but very little 
concentrates. In France, the cattle 
situation is very bad. They have ab¬ 
undance of grass so very ordinary 
yearling and two-year old feeders, 
with a good sprinkling of dairy blood 
sell readily for from $150 to $176 
each. 

Mr. Geo. Lane recently received a 
cable asking if he could supply 1,000 
feeders. * 

Hogs and sheep, however, were very 
scarce. When in France, he was 
told there were over 300,000 German 
prisoners at work on French farms, 
and that they made very good agri¬ 
cultural laborers. Numbers of them 
since the armistice was, signed, have 
signified a preference of remaining in 
France rather than returning to their 
own land. A high French authority 
made the statement that it would, in 
many cases, cost from $300 to $400 pel 
acre to remake the devastated portion 
of France again productive.

The provincial legislature will meet 
on February 4, but although, as far 
as can be presently gauged, the ses¬ 
sions will be a somewhat quiet one, it 
is stated that two or three important 
issues will probably claim the atten¬ 
tion of the house. 

One of these is the consideration of 
the- report of the federal government 
conference regarding the ownership 
of natural resources, and the school 
question is likely to be the subject of 
considerable debate. The province of 
Saskatchewan has amended its school 
Act prohibiting the teaching of any 
second-language but French. The 
present Alberta act provides that any 
second language that ratepayers may 
choose may be taught for one hour 
during the school day. Whether or 
not the government will ask for any 
charges has net yet been announced. 

There will be some' charges in the 
legislature. Messrs. Cross and Gar- 
iepy have retired from the ministry 
and Messrs. MacKay and Cote have 
come in. Only one change has been 
made in the house. J. J. Gaetz being 
elected to the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Senator Michener. 

The question of the leader of the 
opposition will be one of the first im¬ 
portant moves to be made, but the 
consensus of opinion is that George 
Hoadley will be appointed permanent¬ 
ly in that position.

The board will be elected by 
representatives of the municipal dis¬ 
tricts included in the hail insurance 
district. Members of the board .will 
be elected for three years and three 
will he elected each year. The chair¬ 
man may receive a salary and the 
other members will receive $8 per day 
and costs of transportation and subsi- 
stance for attending meetings of the 
board. The board may appoint a 
manager and will have full power to 
pass bylaws >nd make such regula¬ 
tions as may be necessary for carry, 
ing on the business of the district. 

The board, has authority to borrow 
the mihjey required to carry on the 
business to be repaid out of the taxes 
levied for hail insurance purposes 
and the province has authority under 
the Municipal. Hail Insurance Guar- 
antee Act to gqarantee^~th^^p)iy- 
mcirt of any loans^fequinxr b>^the 
board. \ / 

Huy of any kind is^fot insiirod.' All 
crops of wheat ,o«jt«fburley, flax, rye, 
and speltz nre insured frbm June 16 
to Septdinb<!r 15, and fall wheat and 
r/e from June 1 to September 15, 
beth dates inclusive. 

Any person may withdraw any por¬ 
tion of his crop from the opeiation 
of the act by giving notice to the sec¬ 
retary-treasurer of his municipal dis¬ 
trict on or before June 15. Any land 
so withdrawn shall remain withdrawn 
until he applies to have it reincluded. 

When any crop insured is destroyed 
from any cause other than hail, the 
owner may at any time on or before 
July 20 withdraw such, crop from the 
operation of the act and wjll cbtain 
a proportionate rebate of the premium 
payable on such crop. 

The indemnity to be paid for total 
loss will be $8 per acre but any per¬ 
son may, by giving notice on or before 
June 16, reduce the rate of indemnity 
to $6 per acre and the premium will 
be reduced accordingly. The awards 
are to be paid within 30 days of the 
-date of adjustment by the board, and 
the premium will be deducted from' the 
award. 

Every person owning land in the 
hail insurance district will be requir¬ 
ed to report to tHb secretary-treasur¬ 
er of his municipal district on cr be¬ 
fore June 16 in every year the num¬ 
ber of acres of every kind of 'crop 
growing on the lands assessed to him. 
Unless drawn from the operation of 
the act, all crops of grain will be 
automatically insured to the extent 
ot $8 per acre. At the time of mak¬ 
ing this report the owner may give 
notice that he wishes the insurance 
reduced to $6 per_acre on all or any 
part of his crop, and he may at the 
same timeVdthdraw any or all of his 
land from tae operation of the act. 

Notice of \dss must be given within 
three days ondate of storm, by send¬ 
ing notice to the board at Calgary. 
The adjuster is to be instructed to 
inspect the crop as soon as possible 
and report to the board. He must

TAKEN BY GOVERNMENT 

With the extcntioijs of the Canadian 
National Railway system there arc 
new projects coming up and the Peace 
River Standard reports a well-defined 
rumor in circulatiofi that the Domin¬ 
ion Government has under considera¬ 
tion the taking over of the Edmonton 
Dunvegan and British Columbia Rail¬ 
way and subsidiary systems and that 
May 1st next is the date when the 
lines are to be taken' over and in¬ 
corporated into the government sys¬ 
tem of national railways. The cir¬ 
culation of the rumor is not confined 
to the north country alone, but it is 
understood to be widespread at^ the 
Capital and elsewheie. It has been 
understood that the McAi-‘hur Co. 
were after the Dominion Government 
for the subsidy, ami it may well be 
that, following their policy of securing 
control of lailway lines, the govern¬ 
ment purposes ..incorporating the 
Dunvegan lines into the National Sys¬ 
tem of Railways. 

make every effort to make, an ad¬ 
justment that is fair and satisfactory 
to the claimant and secure his writ¬ 
ten acceptance o£ the award if pos¬ 
sible. If the claimant is not satisfied 
with the award hi; may appeal to the 
board. The board is bound to hear 
any further evidence in the case and 
may vary or conform the repoit of 
the adjuster as it may deem proper. 

The premium for hail insurance will 
be levied on the crop area only, at so 
much per acre, and will not be levied 
until after September 15, after the 
losses for the year have been ascertain 
ed. The board has authority to jjsvy 
a rate sufficient to pay the costs of'ad¬ 
ministration, the losses in full for the 
year, and also to create a surplus for 
.‘he year of not less than 10 nor more 
than 20 per cent of-the losses for that 
year. An average surplus of 15 per 
cent ,will in seven years accumulate a 
leserve fund sufficient to carry on the 
business for one year and this reserve 
fund is to be constantly maintained-. 

As soon as the rate per acre is fixed 
by the board, the secretary-treasurer 
of each municipal district is notified 
of the rate and the total amount due 
from his municipality. The tax is 
then levied on all the cropped area in 
the municipality except on lands 
withdraw from the operation of the 
act. The tax is payable at the same 
time and under the same conditions as 
other municipal taxes. The tax 
must be paid by the ratepayer on or 
before December 16, and the munici¬ 
pal district due from that district to 
the board on or Before December 15.

STRAWBERRIES 

On nearly every farm in Alberta, 
there is a garden plot for the raising 
of vegetables and small fruits of var¬ 
ious kinds. In every one of these gaid 
en plots, where potatoes have grown 
EtrawberrieB can be grown. And of all 
the garden fruits, the strawberry is 
the most satisfactory, as it is the 
first from which wc can receive a full 
crop.

A 
plot of different' kinds of berries, Se- 
valor Dunlop, Dakotas and Everbear¬ 
ing. These letter fruit the first year, 
and bear from June to October. Other 
good plots of strawberries were seen 
at Iron Springs, Lethbridge, Monarch 
Claicsholm and Ktavely. __ 

Staminate varieties of strawberries 
have perfect flowers. Pistolrte varie¬ 
ties have imperfect flowers, and will 
not pioducc well unless fourth or 
filth plant is a perfect flowering or 
raminate variety. Thus planted, the 
Pistillrte varieties are the most pro¬ 
ductive. 

Wc experience considerable, difficulty 
in inducing customers . to care for 
plants promptly on receipt. If these 
pldnts are left over and not planted 
for govt M-days after arrival .‘hey 
can not b^cxpteled to grow. If you 
order Strawberry plants, set them out 
juit' ns soon as they arrive, protecting 
them as you wculd tender cabbage 
plants. When you succeed in fitting 
them to grow, don’t expect them to 
last louver without any further care, 
but save a piece of well-tilled ground 
and plant out a new plot each year 
fiom the runners of the last ycai’s 
plants. 

The new Evc.rhearing strawberry 
is the greatest acquisition ever intro¬ 
duced in the west to provide fresh 
fruit for home consumption. 

A plot of Superb Everbearing plants 
set opt during the first week in May, 
n^II comence to ripen fiuit the last of 
June, and ripe fruit can be picked 
every day up until hard frosts come 
in October. These planfb^flower and 
fruit continuously as ^longJ texjgie 
weather remains warm. They winter 
well and are safer to ship and trans¬ 
plant .‘han are the ordinary varieties. 

Owing to their continuous produc¬ 
ing habits, they do not make so many 
runners and new plants and conse¬ 
quently are a l'ttle higher in price. 
These plants can be allowed to fruit 
the first season. Their heaviest fruit¬ 
ing season will be in August and 
September, their care and winter 
treatment the same as any other 
variety. :_ —

-Provincial Commission Issues 
Pamphlet Giving Full De¬ 
tails of Act 


Municipal Hail Insurance Act will 
be one of the principal subjects of 
discussion of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, and in order that the matter 
might be dealt with intelligently a 
short history of the work of preparing 
the act has been prepared by the 
Hail'Insurance Board and this has 
been mailed to each delegate that 
will be J^rttendance at the big farm¬ 
ers’ gathering. k 

This question has been more or less 
in the limelight for several years, 
particularly since the convention at 
Edmonton in 1917, when it was 
brought forward in the form of a 
resolution. A committee was appointed 
to go into the matter, and they re¬ 
ported at the convention last year, 
and a bill was prepared and present¬ 
ed to the legislature. 

It was found that the members from, 
the most northerly parts of the prov¬ 
ince claimed that the constituencies 
were pot subject to much damage by 
hail and that the farmers there did 
not wish to carry insurance, and were 
therefore opposed to having the act ap 
ply to all in that part of the province. 
It was also found that the majority 
of the members' of the legislature 
were unwilling to make the act appl) 1 
at any part of the province without 
first submitting it to the vote of the 
ratepayers. With these and other 
miner alterations the proposed act was 
passed by the legislature practically 
without opposition. 

The principal of the proposed plan 
are: 

(1) That the plan should be made 
to apply by act of the legislature tc 
all the organized portions of the pro¬ 
vince if a practical plan for carrying 
it into effect could be devised. 

(2) That the management should 
be in the hands of a board of direc 
tors to-be elected by the duly appoint- 
er representatives of the various mun¬ 
icipal units. 

(3) That the rate should be levied 
by the board and collected by r the 
municipal councils. 

(4) That the revenue required 
should be derived from a levy on the 
crop area only; that it should be 
levied in the fall and that the levy 
should be sufficient to pay the costs 
of administration, the awards in full, 
and to create a surplus of not less 
than 10 per cent, and not more than 
20 per cent of the indemnity of that 
year, and when th'e surplus should 
equal 8 per cent of the total amount 
of insurance in force, that the levy 
for this purpose should cease-' until 
such time as the surplus should fall 
below the said 8 per cent. 

(5) That any owner of crop might 

withdraw his crop ffom the operation 
before a given date and to be ope ret ive 
before a given date and to be operativ 
for only one year, and that in case of 
a failure of crop for any reason other 
than hail, that the owner might with¬ 
draw that crop from the operation of 
the act by paying his perecentage of 
the premium to the defe of withdraw¬ 
al. » 

The act will apply to all the por¬ 
tions of the province south of the 
North Saskatchewan river and to the 
block of land containing approximate¬ 
ly 3,500 square miles north of the 
river. This block north of the river 
extends from range 22, west of the 
Fourth meridian, to range 6, west of 
the Fifth meridian, and as far north 
as the north side of township 59. 

In that part of the province to 
which the act applies there are now 
about 140 municipal districts. The 
act must be submitted to the electors 
in each of these municipal districts in 
the form of a bylaw, to be voted upon 
at the next annual municipal election, 
to be held in February, 1919. 

If the act is approved in 46 or more 
municipal districts, the plan will come 
into operation and a hail insurance 
district jvill be formed, consisting of 
those municipal districts voting in 
favor of the plan. Provision is made 
whereby any municipal district form¬ 
ed after the next annual election and 
also any municipal district that at 
first voted against the plan may come 
into the hail insurance district at any 
time after the first election by voting 
on a bylaw as referred to above. Any 
individual within tte part of the pro¬ 
vince to which the %ct applies, but 
whose municipal district is not in¬ 
cluded in the hail insurance district 
may have his crop insured under this 
plan by making application to the 
secretary-treasurer of his municipal 
district not later than June 15. Any 
municipal district may withdraw after 
five years and when less than 45 
municipal districts remain, the minis¬ 
ter has power to disorganize the hail 
insurance district, and wind up its af¬ 
fairs.

THE LETTER BOX 


TODAY’S RELIGIOUS NEED 


Editor, Advocate, 

Sir:—I was raised in the Lutheran 
faith. I found in me a principle thnt 
1 should worship something. I did 
not like to die without religion. Our 
system did like many other religious 
systems; make strong claim, and I 
thought sometimes that we were the 
true Church of God. But I was never 
satisfied. We were told it was not 
wrong to persecute those who differ¬ 
ed with us. One day a couple of min¬ 
isters came to our town, and myself 
and a few other boys decided to break 
up their meeting. But when I start¬ 
ed for the meeting a peculiar feeling 
came over me. I felt I was doing 
wrong; and the ministera were wo¬ 
men. I felt I ought to protect them 
instead of molest them if I had any 
manhood at all. The minister started 
to preach. I got under heavier con¬ 
viction. She preached for about ten 
minutes, and I slipped on my knees, 
confessing my sins. When my com¬ 
panions saw that I broke 'down they 
knelt down too and started to plead 
to God for mercy. There was -no more 
preaching that evening, people eried 
and wept, man and woman, old and 
young, as well as children; it was a 
wonderful time. I as well as others 
made our crookedness right as far as 
we could. God saved me; I received 
the assurance my sins were forgiven; 
God’s spirit witnessed with my spirit 
that I was a child of God. 

Our papers reported how a strong 
man had fallen. I spent two nights 
and one day repenting, but if was 
time well spent ,for which I was glad 
for it took away my evil practices of 
selfishness, rebellion, hard feeling. I 
was addicted to tobacco' and strong 
drink—I was a new man—this all was 
taken away by simple faith in Jesus. 
I did net find it in Ecclesiastical sys¬ 
tems that make strong claim, not by 
drinking in the muddy stream extra¬ 
dition, but by dipping spring clearand 
crystal, the pure gospel that gives an 
experience of the heart, a life out¬ 
flowing from an inward condition, a 
life regulated by the gospel. 

I believe today more than ever that 
purity and unity are the underlaying 
principles of safety, both in the indi¬ 
vidual and the nation. Some are ig*- 
noring it. But this immutable doct¬ 
rine of unity is becoming more and 
more plain. Distinction of faith has 
largely disappeared among the sold¬ 
iers in the trenches. Don’t you know 
when anyone is in the. fall of danger 
man clings to the early lesson taught 
by mother in his youth? What does 
man care, then, for the elaborate 
hairsplitting doctrinal kind of faith 
traditions or sectarianism? Should 
it not be a great lessen for us today; 
can we not learn the lesson from the 
soldiers; one faith only? They have 
been fighting for democracy, freedom 
and unity, and care not for the dis¬ 
puting about theology, the origin of 
churches, customs and ceremonies. Do 
you think many of them will look on 
our sectarian walls of division as wire 
entanglements and a great hindrance 
to progress? Those walls are budd¬ 
ed on sand, and the time has come 
that .'he basis of true membership is 
love to God and love to our fellow 
man, and to strive unitedly under one 
commander, Jesus Christ, and the 
church will be an irresistible force fer 
good in this world. If we take our 
stand on the summit of this present 
truth, and point our telescope back 
over the mists and clouds since the 
third century back, there we behold a 
people of God resplendent with the 
morning light of God’s own glory 
“Fair Mthejnoon, clear as the sun 
and terrible as an army with banners.” 
She is "all fair,” the city of the great 
King. The golden city, the primitive 
Church of divine origin built by 
Christ, (Matt. 16-18) During the war 
it was necessary to define and redefine 
the issues at stake, so we as Christ¬ 
ians murt know what we are to per¬ 
form. The time has come that God is 
restoring His people. The writers of 
Bible tell us of the Apostacy, every 
Church history tells the -story; the 
Church is restored when it reaches its 
primitive standard of purity, power 
and unity. A good illustration and 
type we have in Israel rebuilding the 
temple under Ezra and Nehemia. God 
has been with us, united the Christian 
world as never before into victory. 
And in a spiritual sense he is with us 
also in uniting the Christian Church 
to outshine anything before us„ to 
shine more and more unto the perfect 
day—the end of time.
